It should, be pointed out 
that it slight not be necessary to uea hit authority and slight be 
prei'erroble to use a private bill in Congress or existing regular 
statutory authorities , but the authority to use the CIA statutory 
power should b© considered, inauaueh as it m&y be required in the 
event all other jaeams flail or are not dawaed appropriate.
